~ HOUSE DIVIDED ON PALESTINE BILL 
Labour Members’ Amendment Defeated 


An amendment, moved by Mr. W. N. 
Warbey (Lab., Luton) that the House 
decline to give a second reading to the 
Palestine Bull was defeated on Wednesday 
in the House of Commons by 240 votes 
to %, and the Bill was read a second 
time 

The Opposition abstained from voting, 
and 120 Labour M.P.s did not go into the 
division lobbies 

Mr. Creech Jones, Colonial eg 4 
moving the second reading of the Bull, 
outlined the reasons for it. 

(The scope and nature of the Bill were 
described by our Parliamentary Correspondent 
last week. and are dealt with by our Legal 
Correspondent in columns 4 and 5 on this page. | 

“The British forces still in Palestine 
after May 15 will be in the position of 
armed forces in foreign territory,” he 
said 

“Our object,” Mr. Creech Jones 
explained, “1s to hand over the genera! 
assets of the Government to the successor 
authorties on their undertaking to mect 
the abilities. We are taking powers in 
this Bill to transfer to appropriate 
authoriues here the funds and other 
movable property of the Palestine 
Government 

“They will be held until satisfactory 
arrangements can be made for meeting 
the obligations of the Palestine Govern- 
ment or for meeting habilitics talung due 
for settlement here 

We have dealt with many problems 
relating to the future needs of Palestine, 
including that of a continued food 
supply the Colomal Secretary said 
“We have refused to allow a port to be 
rnade avatlable in February for the immr- 
gration of -Jews and arms. We could 
not surrender our authority over a port 
while responsibility for law and 
order and when such an action would 
have meant mereased. Arab resistance. 


Future of U.N. Commission 
“No one can foresee precisely what 
the future of the Palestine. Commission 
will be, commented Mr. Creech Jones. 

li the Commission could not take up 
its duties we would be contronted with 
situanon., 

Mir. Creech Jones concluded: “ Our 
concern ts deep for the people of both 
communtes, We have done everything 
possible to preserve authority and 
responsibility and to reduce violence. No 
Siuic should add fuel to the fire already 
buroing 

lerrorism has found us Nemesis in 
the atutude of the British people to this 
problem,” he added. 

Mr. R. A. Butler (Con., Saffron 
Waiden) said: “ Our position is that our 
dex son to withdraw should be irre- 
yocable, and that we should meanwhile, 
until we withdraw, retain undivided 
conirol.” 

Dealing with the possibility that the 
United Nations Commission might not 
arrive in the country at the time of the 
British withdrawal, Mr. Butler said: “We 
musi press the United Nations authorities 
to come to a realistic decision.” 

Mr. Butler pressed for a statement as 
to whether any force or strength would be 
available to support the plan decided on. 


Authority to Eaforce Partition

The following was the amendment 
moved by Mr. Warbey:

with respect to the termination of his Majesty's 
jurisdiction in Palestine, fails to make provision 
for the independence of Jewish and Arab States 
in Palestine as provided by the United Nations 
decision, for the orderly wansfer of such juris- 
diction to the United Nations Commission, or 
for consequential and connected matters.” 


The sponsors of the motion, he 
declared, did not oppose that part of the 
Bill which made provision for the termi- 
nation of British jurisdiction in Palestine. 
The Bill, he said, provided for the ending 
of our jurisdiction, but provided abso- 
lutely nothing to replace it. It was the 
British Government that had prevented 
the Palestine Commission from going out 
there and starting to do its job. 

Mr. S. S. Silverman (Lab., Nelson and 
Colne) said the Bill was being opposed 
not because any of them was against 


terminating the Magdate on May 15, but. 


because of the way in which the Bill pro- 
posed to do it his Bill legislated for 
chaos, and to do this thing in this way 
was deliberately to create anarchy. Was 
that the Government's intention? 


Mr. Bevin’s Personal Policy 


This Bill would be read all over the 
world, and everyone would say of the 
British Foreign Secretary, because it was 
his personal policy: “ This man neve: 
wanted partition, but he had nor the 
courage or the guts to come to the 
United Nations and say so, but kept out 
and said nothing. Everybody knows he 
never wanted i, and since the United 
Nations have decided it, in spite of that 
fact, so long as he retains power he will 
do nothing to help, and this Bill ts the 
evidence of that.” 

Mr R H. S. Crossman (Lab., 
Coventry E.) described the Bill as a ter- 
rible Bill. He added that we had come 
to the end of a period in Palestine policy 
Anglo-Jewish relations. had been. threéat- 
ened, and Anelo-Arab relations had been 
equally threatened. We had not won the 
friendship of one side. We had lost the 
respect of both, and we had gained 
hatred from both, he declared 

Mr. Hector: McNeil, replying to the 
debate, said he had been asked why the 
date of. withdrawal, May 15. had not 
been inserted in the Bill. The answer: 
was that we wished for a little leeway, 
$0 that if things went well we might 
come out a hitlhe sooner, but we did not 
depart im the least from the principle that 
our administration must terminate not 
later- than May 15 

Mr. Butler interrupted to. ask what 
happened if the Commission did not 
McNeil re- 
phed that we had to proceed on the 
assumption that the Commission was 
going to get there 


Charges Against Government 


He said the main charges against the 
Government were iwofold—that we had 
sought to impede the implications of the 
recommendations, but that was not true 
The other criticism was that we had been 
less than good members of the United 
Nations by our behaviour. That was not 
true and could not be sustained. 

The member for E,. Coventry, Mr 
Crossman, used a cruel and mischievous 
phrase when he suggested that our atti- 
tude towards Palestine had been like the 
attiiude of a previous Government in the 
non-intervention in Spain. Those who 
voted against this Bill certainly could 
not be voting because Great Britain had 
not done enough in Palestine: We had 
failed: we had confessed our failure. 
Beyond doubt, when the historians came 
to look at the records of our administra- 
tion in Palestine, they would find many 
errors, and he hoped they would benefit 
from those errors. . But when mandatory 
administration took place on other terri- 
tories the people responsible for that 
administration would come back again 
and again to look at the disinterested and 
the tar-sighted, and. in many ways. the 
nobie behaviour of British subjects, who 
had thought to discharge that Mandate in 
Palestine, which they now formally relin- 
guished in .that Bill, concluded Mr 
Mc Nei! 


BRITISH LEAGUE LEAFLET 


Mr. S. S. Silverman asked the Colonia! 
Secretary whether he had considered the 
leaflet sent from Jerusalem to Members 
of Parliament and claiming responsibility 
for the Ben Yehuda Street outrage on 
February 22 

Mr. Rees-Williams (Under-Secretary): 
* 1] understand that the organisation pur- 
porting to have issued this leaflet has 
no branch in Palestine, nor does the 
leaflet contain any convincing evidence 
that it was of British authorship. It 1s, 
perhaps, significant that ut did not appear 
until 10 days after the incident.” 

Mr. Rees-Williams added that inquiries 
were continuing, but had been seriously 
impeded by the refusal of the Jewish 
Community to submit evidence in their 
possession. He understood the Jewish 
Agency were conducting an inquiry, 
apparently with the object of implicating 
British personnel. He repeated the 
assurance that no British security forces 
were involved. |

authority of the Chief Rabbi the guidance 
of a majority of the Beth Din. 

lt had been left with the Federation to 
say whether they would come in, with the 
liberty to make changes themselves, but 
without the right to impose those changes 
on the United Synagogue or on others 
who had similar constitutions, or whether 
they were prepared not to come im at 
all. Their decision was not to come in 
at all. 

That decision was deeply to be regret- 
ted, but they must nol exaggerate its 
importance. The Federation had never 
been a very constructive force in Anglo- 
Jewry, and they had not, in recent years, 
been willing to bind themselves to respect 
the authority of the Chief Rabbi. But 
the community had got along all right 
all the same 


A United Effort 


The report before them, went on Sir 
Robert, was the united effort of a con- 
ference to which 199 people had been 
summoned, and im which the U.S. were 
always in minority report had 
come to them as the conference's recom- 
mendation with a dissentient voice. The 
Executive of the U.S. had accepted the 
report unanimously, and recommended u 
unanimously to the Council! 

Sir Robert moved that the report of 
the Executive Committee and the recom- 
mendations of the conference mcluded 
therein be approved and adopted by the 
Council of the U.S 

In the discussion which followed, a 
large number of amendments to the 
report were moved, all of which were 
defeated 

Referring to the Consultative Body, 
Sir Robert made tt clear that the Chief 
Rabbi would be unfettered in his decision 
and action; that body was a body 
which he would consult, and when he 
had got their opinion, he would decide 
how to act 

Among the other matters dealt with by 
the Council was the report of the United 
Synagogue Community Centre Scheme, 
which siated that the overall target of 
£750,000, fixed nearly two years ago, was 
now too low Active publicity work 
undertaken at the various synagogues 
under the guidance of Head Office had 
yielded some response—so far it had 
mainiy been in the direction of an 
awakening interest. Where that had been 
combined with active work on the part of 
a few real enthusiasts, results had shown 
that. despite all difficulues, members and 
other local residents had responded 
warmly, and, in some instances, local 
funcuons and collections had yrelided 
gratifying results 


Community Centres Scheme 


The Synagogues’ Community Centres 
Committee had suggested to the Execu- 
tive Commiutice that a Special Committee 
be set up to examine methods of raising 
funds and allocating the moneys, and the 
Executive Committee accordingly recom- 
mended the Council to resolve that a 
Special Committee be appointed undes 
the Chairmanship of the Hon. Ewen & 
S. Montagu, O.B-E., K.C., whose task it 
Should be to review the whole position 

The resolution was adopted 

Among the other reports aad recom- 
mendations adopted were those of the 
Welfare Committee, moved by Mr. Sid- 
ney Spanjer, which proposed the incor 
poration of the Jewish Free Reading 
Room Society the Committee 

Before the proceedings began, D: 
Nathan Morris drew attention to what 
he described as “ the most pressing difh 
culty’ facing Jewish education at the 
present time—how to find. suitable 
teachers im sufficient numbers to enable 
them to maintain their schools and 
classes. They would need, he said, not 
less than 1,000 teachers to teach the 
20,000 children whom they expected to 
attend their classes shortly. At the con- 
ference. which the Central Council for 
Jewish Education had convened for April 
it, they hoped to launch an appeal tor 
£100,000, a proportion pf which would 
go to the expansion ot the sc hool kasher 
meal service 


NATIONAL HEALTH 
SERVICE 
[By a JewisuH Reporter] 


Dr. Stark Murray, Vice-President of 
the Socialist Medical Association and 
Editor of “ Medicine To-day and To- 
morrow,’ explained the significance and 
importance of the National Health 
Service at a meeting of the League of 
Jewish Women at 33, Seymour Place, 
London, W.1, last week. 

The National Service Act, Dr. Murray 
said. taid on the Minister of Health the 
duty to provide for every cilizen a com- 
prehensive healih service for the preven- 
tion, diagnosis, and treatment of disease 
as well as after-care treatment, and all 
kinds of specialised service, free of 
charge. 

The service, which was universal, was 
to be divided into three paris, with the 
patient as the unifying force. The first 
art dealt with the provisions to be made 
y local authorities, including clinics, 
ambulance services, nursing and home 
helps. The second dealt with hospitals 
and specialists; and the third section 
dealt. with general practice

SCOPE OF THE PALESTINE BILL 


Indemnity for Crown Servants 
[From our Legal Correspondent| 


The Palestine Bill. to which the Com- 
mons have this week given a second read 
ing, has two main objects, first, the 
termination of His: Majesty's jurisdiction 
in Palestine. and, secondly, a compictc 
indemnity to be given to any person 
who is or was im the service of the 
(Crown or anyone. acting under the 
authority of any such person for any acts 
done in good faith and done or purported 
to be done in the execution of duly 

Ihe acts. however, tf done during the 
continuance of the Mandate, had to be 
for the maintenance of peace or orde: 
in. Palestine. or otherwise for the good 
government thereof, or if the acts were 
done after the termination of the Man 
date, then they had to be done during 
the withdrawal of the British forces

In Search of a Bride 


Some of the callers are from distant 
parts of London, and ome inquiry the 
Centre is handling is from the other side 
of the world. Writing from New 
Zealand, a refugce—who has been there 
a few years—asks for help in securing a 
pariner in marriage. There has been 
correspondence with the local minister as 
well as with the man Asked about 
Jewish affiliations, he replied that he is 
a Yom Kippur Jew with keen Jewish 
national interests. The Advisory Centre 
hopes to find, in the East End. a suitable 
emigrant 

As soon as the builders have trans- 
formed the ground floor of Adler House 
into a Court Room and withdrawing 
rooms for the Dayanim, the Beth Din is 
to come Eas; from Creechurch Place— 
though some people think the move 


should rather have been Westward or 


North- Westward. 
A similar thought has been expressed 
about the Burial Society, already im- 


stalled—it came from Creechurch Place 
to Adler House just before the theatre 
lef, it eight months ago. The oppor- 
tunity, presented by the Grand Order of 
Israel, to acquire the freehold, had been 
seized in 1946 (not long alter this 
journal had described the Beth Din’s 
accommodation as “a disgrace to Anglo- 
Jewry.) 

But whether that is, or is not, the 
reason why the Burial Socieiy remains in 
this area, the fact accords with our 
leit-motiv of the East End as the link— 
even for the last rites the widespread 
community must return here to make tts 
arrangements. If it isn't at Adler Street, 
at the United Synagogue Burial Office, 
then it’s at Leman Street, at the Federa- 
tion Office. The first deals with about 
1.500 burials a year, the second with 
about 950. (Jewish burial societies out- 
side East London manage a much smaller 
number.) 

On other floors of Adler House, the 
United Synagogue hope to do as much 
as possible to restore the amenities of 
the bombed Jewish Institute, including 
the reading room and library.

CHOOSING: A CHIEF RABBI 


Now that Anglo-Jewry is, or will be 
shortly, in the throes of selecting a Chet 
Rabbi, it is interesting to note the criteria 
that were applied on a similar occasion 
a hundred years ago, when Dr. Nathan 
Marcus Adler was elected. Roger Ful- 
ford, in “ Royal Dukes,” has recorded 
that when the Duke and Duchess of 
Cambridge were in Hanover in 1833. the 
Duchess became seriously ill, and the 
doctors announced that they could do 
nothing more for her. “lt was left to 
the Chef Rabbi of Hanover, Dr. Adler. 
to summon his flock with all speed, and 
to offer up- fervent prayers. for the 
recovery of the Duchess. She recovered 

The Duke never forgot Dr. Adler's 
share in this happy result, and was 
responsible for his appointment as Chief 
Rabbi of the London Jews in. 1844.” 
(Actually the date was 1845) 


BIRMINGHAM’'S WEEK

Mr. George Bloom's re-election to the 
office of Treasurer of the Glasgow Branch 
of the Old Contempubles’ Association, 
coincided with the 50th anmiversary of his 
joining the Royal Navy. A year later 
the South African War broke out, and 
young Bloom saw service in a warship 
which was engaged in escorting troop- 
ships from this country to the Pane a 
1903 he was serving in H.M.S. Aboukir, 
which was detailed to escort the Royal 
Yacht when King Edward VII and Queen 
Alexandra made a tour of the Mediter- 
ranean.

British Refusal 


The Palestine Commission has dis-

PALESTINE’S COMMUNICATIONS 
Yishuv Faces Administrative Difficulties 


By MAJOR E. 


Now that Palestine has been suddenly 
separated from the sterling bloc, well- 
informed circles in the Yishuv are 
expecting new administrative complica- 
ions to follow in the near future. 

One of the obvious difficulties that 
may arise on or before May 15. the date 
of termination of the British Mandate, is 
the problem of Palestine’s postal com- 
munications and telecommunications with 
foreign countries. 

The Mandated Territory of Palestine is 
a member of the Universal Postal Union 
in Berne, but it is not very clear whether 
this membership will remain valid in 
respect of the Jewish State, and whether 
there may not arise considerable diffi- 
culties mm the period between May 15 
and October 1, the official date of the 
establishment of the Jewish State. -The 
Universal Postal Union does not form 
part of the United Nations Organisation, 
and this makes temporary arrangements 
with the U.N. Commission andthe 


.Jewish Provisional Council of Govern- 


ment more difficult. The situation might 
become even more involved, in the case 
of further administrative and constitu- 
tional complications developing as a 
result of the discussions in the Security 
Council 


Posts and Telegraphs 


A similar problem will arise in con- 
nection with telegraph and telephone 
communications, and arrangements with 
the International Telecommunications 
Union. The situation is further compli- 
cated by the fact that there are no com- 
mercial cable and wireless companies 
operating independently in Palestine, and 
all telecommunication matters are 
handled directly by the Government 
Department of Posts and Telegraphs 

The problem of telecommunications is

The number of Palestine Arabs outside 
Palestine is even larger than that of the 
Jews. The situation of these Palestinrag 
Arabs, however, will be less complicated 
than that of the Jews, as they are mostly 
residing in Arab countries. Their return 
to Arab territory in Palestine, even with 
out passports, from any country in the 
Middle East, will be a simple matic:

In the spring of 1946, when discussions 
io the future of the country were 
taking place, a rapprochement between 
Jews and Moslems appears to have been 
arranged.

A few days later it was reported that 
Moslems had inflicted summary justice 
on a Moslem who had assaulted a Jew.

had been acquitted by the court of open- 
ine fire on Moslems during the disturb- 
ances of the previous November. Mos- 
lems were then said to have rescued the 
Jew and to have insisted that the decision 
of the court was final. 


A Mufti's Friendliness 


In spite of general Jewish-Moslem ten- 
sion throughout the Arab world as a 
result of the decision in favour of parti- 
tion, Libyan Moslems seem determined 
to maintam this Jewish-Mosiem national 
front. Ina recent declaration, the Muft 
of Tripoh, Sheikh Mohamed Abdul 
Asad, urged his coreligionists to retraim 
from hostility towards local Jews, add- 
ing that the memory of November, 1945, 
caused him deep sorrow “and any such 
action would be harmful for the present 
and future of our country without being 
of any advantage to our Palestinian 


brethren.’

Prof. Brodetsky, would depend largely on 
whether the community was going to 
develop Jewish learning of every kind 
The child had to be given what was in 
effect a second civilisation. A boy of 
13 should at least have an acquaintance 
with the Hebrew language, the Chumash 
in the original and the Psalms, while the 
Jewrsh girl should have a knowledge of 
Jewish history, not the names of the kings 
of Judah, but of the continuous chain 
which began with Abraham and went on 
to the present cvents in Palestine. Un- 
less the Jewish child could be made to 
feel that was a part of the chain, then 
Jewish education had failed in its aim.

Superior Jewish System

FEngljsh 
law also had to have more than one 
system—common law and equity Tal- 
mudic law. however, had managed with 
one uniform and consrstent system. 

Roman law was based on primciples 
ranging from the general to the particular 
Enelish law was based on case law and 
precedents. Talmudic law had a system 
of case law and precedents together with 
principles which deserved the respect of 
the world. 

In criminal law there were ofposing 
theories as to whether punishmeni was 
meted out for the past—for having com- 
mitted the crime—or for the fulure, to 
prevent repetitions and to maintain social 
order. In Talmudic law both were taken 
into account. 


Study of Law 


Law was studied analytically and 
sociologically, and only very rarely his- 
torically as. well. In the Talmud all 
three aspects were dealt with. 

As to the separation of the 
State from the Jewish religion, though 
such a problem might arise in States 
where religion was based essentially on 
dogma or mysticism, the problem could 
not have any place in the Jewish State 
which was inseparable from the Jewish 
religion. The Torah provided a very 
wide form of public and private laws for 
the nation. lo separate the State from 
relizion in Jewry would mean making the 
nation and the State two distinct entities. - 

Just as Britain was a democratic State 
s0 were the principles of the Bible essen- 
tially democratic. Whenever Britain was 
in trouble or at war, the sentiments of 
the Jewish people, both in idea and in 
ractice, were with her. There was a 
ech of good will and even more, 
tho ‘oh latent at times, between the two 
peoples, The Jewish people were in 
many ways dependent on Great Britain. 
Ar the same time, Britain was not entirely 
independent of the Jewish people. Great 
Britain would eventually again desire and 
enjoy the support and co-operation of 
Israc!, and on the lines of the Bible

U.N. COMMISSION ON 
HUMAN RIGHTS

The part played by non-governmental 
Organisations, and the part which public 
opinion sull had to play to secure the 
adoption of the Decla ation and Con- 
vention of Human Rights and Funda- 
mental Freedoms. were stressed by Pro- 
fessor John Humphrey, Director of the 
Human Rights Division of the United 
Nations, when he addressed a mecting 
of the United Nations Association on 
Monday at the Y. W.C.A.. Great Russell 
Street 

Professor Humphrey ported out that 
the campaign had not yet been won, and 
could not be won without the continued 
help of private organisations 
Governments would go only so far as 
they were forced to go by organised pub- 
lic opinion 

In at least one department, the United 
Nations had achieved important and tan- 
gible success, he said. The Commission 
on Human Rights had produced a draft 

claration and a draft Convention on 
Human Rights, and was considering sug- 
estions for the implementation or en- 
mal of the latter. For the first 
time in history, an imternational organ 
sation had been able to agree on the 
definition of certain human rights. 


Draft Convention 


Professor Humphrey described _ the 
work of the Commission on Human 
Rights, under the chairmanship of Mrs. 
Roosevelt. and its two sub-commissions 
~—one on the Freedom of Information 
and the Press. and the other on the 
Prevention of Discrimination and the 
Protection of Minorities The Geneva 
session of the Commission, held in 
November, 1947, had produced the 
drafts. If the next General Assembly 
adopted them. the speaker ventured to 
predict that in 25 years’ time, when 
everyone would have _ forgotten the 
failure of the London meeting of the 
Council of Foreign Ministers, people 
would look back at that Geneva meeting, 
which had created § the . international 
machinery for the protection of the 
buman being. 

The Declaration was a simple state- 
ment in 33 artichs, written in language 
which everyone could understand, and 
defined all traditional political rights and 
individual freedoms, as well as economic 
and social rights According to the 
opinion of a great many Governments 
and individuals. that was not enough, 
and in order that precise obligations be 
imposed on States, and that adequate 
machinery be created to enforce them, 
the Commission had drawn up the 
Covenant of Human Rights. more 
precisely worded because it was meant 
to be legally binding.

Jews were able to survive. Rabbi Rubin 
organised food kitchens and schools. In 
his home in Bucharest, he gave refuge 
Lo hundreds of Polish and Hungarian 
Jews during the war 


Haman and Esther 


While he was in Bucharest, Rabbi 
Rubin figured in an incident which has 
a remarkable similarity to the story of 
Haman and Esther. News came that the 
Jews of Czernovitz would be wansported 
and killed. and the Rabbis in Bucharest 
met at Rabbi Rubin's synagogue to find 
a way to save them. It was said that 
a man known as Architect Klizan was 
the only Jew whom the § dictator 
Antonescu admitted into his presence, 
and Rabbi Rubin was asked to see 
Klizan. who agreed to speak to the 
dictator 

Klizan told Antonescu that while they 
were speaking the Rabbis were praying 
in the synagogue for the lives of the 
Czernovitz Jews When Antonescu 
heard the story he replied: “ Go and tell 
the Rabbis that the Czernovitz Jews will 
live.” The Jews of Cvzernovitz were 
allowed to remain im the town, and ,sur- 
vived 

A number of the scholars at Rabbi 
Rubin's Yeshi¢a itm Bucharest were 
amone the Jewish refugces who recently 
left on three ships from an eastern 
European port for Palestine, and are now 
interned in Cyprus

NOTICE has been given that, at the next 
meeting of the Board of Deputies of British 
Jews. the following resolution will be moved 


by Mr. Neville Laski, K.C., and seconded by 


Mr. Percy Cohen, C.B.E.: 

“That in the opinion of this Board mt 1s 
undesirable in the present circumstances that 
the President of the Board of Deputies should 
simultaneously be a member of the Executive 
of the Jewish Agency for Palestine, and the 
continuation of this situation ts fraught with 
danger to the Anglo-Jewish Community. — 
This has. at any rate, the merit of bringing 
to a head. and focusing public attention on, 
a matter that has for some considerable time 
formed a subject of protracted discussion. 
As far back as the beginning of last year, 
Professor Brodetsky asked that his critics 
should bring the matter to a clear-cut tssue. 
Questioned at a meeting of the Board in 
January, 1947, he replied that when he was 
elected its President, it was“well known by 
the Board that he was a member of the 
Executive of the Jewish Agency. Therefore, 
he continued, it seemed to him that this was 
« matter that might be left to the Board. 
if any Deputy at any time wished to pro- 
pose any change im the constitution or a 
change in the Presidency, he would be 
happy to have a discussion on the matter. 
At month's annual conference ol 
the Zionist Federation of Great Britain, 
Professor Brodetsky again referred to this 
matter. He remarked that he had been told 
hy Mr. Neville Laski, his predecessor in the 
Presidency of the Board, that in speaking to 
Zionist audiences he ought not to speak as 
President of the Deputies. With deliberate 
emphasis, he continued: ~ | want to tell you 
that just at this moment [I am speaking: as 
the President of the Board Ii the lay 
head of the community must not be assoct- 
ated with the Jewish Agency, I should like 
to know why. I would welcome it il Mr. 
| aski were to put a resolution on the table 
proposing that the President should no 
longer be President of the Board. That 
would be a much better way. Ihe chal- 
lenge has thus been accepted. 

It is unnecessary to repeat in full the 
weighty arguments which have been ad- 
vanced in support of the proposition that it 
undesirable for anyone who ts an ecxecu- 
tive member of the Jewish Agency (as it 
is at present constituted) to hold at the same 
time the Presidency of the Board of 
Deputies. It is no merely factious Oppost- 
tion which regards the occupancy of these 
two high offices by one and the same person 
as givine rise to an untenable situation. 
Ihe Board of Deputies, notwithstanding Its 
deficrencies and shortcomings, ts the only 
official body entitled to be described as the 
representative institution of Anglo-Jewry. 
Its title-deeds are established by constitu- 
tional procedure and historic tradition. For 
that very reason, its dignity and status must 
be upheld to the utmost The President 
functions as its mouthpiece, and nothing 
must hinder him from discharging this 
duty. He cannot allow any extraneous oblhi- 
gations, however worthy in themselves, to 
reflect upon the single-minded performance 
of his responsibilities to the Deputies. Even 
the appearance or suspicion of any reproach 
should be scrupulously avoided. It can 
scarcely be denied that to hold these two 
offices simultaneously does suggest the possi- 
bility of an equivocal situation, which may 
involve divided loyalties and a conflict of 
duties 

lhe assertion of this principle 1s 
presumably the primary purpose of Mr. 
Laski’s motion, and he has performed a 
public service in directing attention to this 
important issue. It seems only too likely, 
however, that such a matter will- not 
be discussed solely on its merits, but 
will rather be made the excuse for 
Zionist and non-Zionist partisan arguments. 
if, as the state of groups in the Deputies 
would indicate, the “ Progressive” group 
secures the resolution’s defeat, members of 
the “Independent” group, or the synagogues 
they represent, may be tempted to carry into 
eflect their threat to secede from. the 
Deputies. Such a final disruption would 
be a disaster for the community, and all 
responsible and far-seeing men must strive 
to the last to avoid it The main argument 
of the “Independents” is that they 
are loyal “Deputies men,” and their 


— 


actions are therefore supposed to be 
directed towards strengthening rather than 
weakening the Board of Deputies. It 
would be quite illogical, on those grounds, 
to secede, even if they thought of returning 
to membership when circumstances altered. 
The Board is not to be strengthened by 
deliberately breaking it, nor are its decisions 
likely to be any the wiser for the voluntary 
removal of some of its soundest critics and 
most knowledgable members. In any case, 
the situation which the motion seeks to 
remedy might be resolved before long in the 
natural course of events. When a Jewish 
State is established in Palestine, the present 
ambiguous position of the Jewish Agency 
will be ended,» as its functions will be 
absorbed into the Government of that State. 
Its Executive, presumably, in its present 
form, will be automatically dissolved, and 
many of its leading members will no doubt 
take up some form of office under the new 
Government. 


* HELP FOR GERMANY’ 


A DISCUSSION by correspondents on the 
attitude that Jews ought to adopt towards 
the Germans has been going on in these 
columns for some weeks. The arguments 
have been based largely on religious and 
moral principles reflecting on past events 
and have, to some extent, disregarded the 
continuing happenings of to-day. Nor has 
there been much—if any—reference to the 
voice of those chiefly concerned, the Jews 
who live in Germany (both German citizens 
and D.P.s), who have been directly victi- 
mised. A similar controversy developed in 
the U.S.A. last October, when, upon his 
arrival there, Dr. Kurt Schumacher, the 
leader of the German Social Democratic 
Party, appealed to the Jewish Labour Com- 
mittee to help the German people. Despite 
the personal record of Dr. Schumacher, 
which is beyond reproach (he spent the 10 
years 1935-45in a Nazi concentration camp), 
and despite his assurances that the German 
democracy would fight anti-Semitism, the 
attitude of the American Jews remained 
unaltered and negative 

“ Between a German and a Jewish Socialist, 
maintained the Jewish reply, as reported by 
the Amerigan Press, “ le millions of murdered 
people. fens of thousands of Germans 
took a direct part in mass murders; hun- 
dreds of thousands of Germans had know- 
ledge of those crimes: millions of Germans 
marched through the territories of Poland 
which were transformed imto a German 
national slaughterhouse. Not a single humane 
voice cried out in Germany. And yet there 
were Resistance movements in Norway, France, 
Czechoslovakia, Greece, and Poland. the 
Jews m the ghettoes and extermination camps 
rose in desperate struggle. Where were the 
German Socialists and German Democrats 
then ? Is there any change now that the war 
is over and the Germans are aware of the 
national disaster’ Anti-Semitism is growing. 
Does that not show that the spirit of Hitlerism 
is sull predominant in Germany ” ~ 

Dr. Schumacher admitted that anti- 
Semitism in Germany not only existed but 
was supported by three large groups of the 
population: (1) those who still clung to the 
Nazi ideology; (2) the numerous army of 
unregenerate “usurpers” of Jewish property; 
and (3) those Germans who lived in_ the 
vicinity of the D.P. camps. The reports 
which have since been coming from Ger- 
many give added substance to Dr. Schu- 
macher’s admissions. The Germans do their 
utmost to oppose the restitution of looted 
property (even though special legislation 
has been passed by the occupying authori- 
ties), and the de-Nazification process is 
gradually dying down in Western Germany 
and has been stopped altogether in the 
Russian Zone. Nor do the trials of war 
criminals have much effect on the people, as, 
unfortunately, the only “ war crime” recog- 


nised by the average German is the “crime” 


of losing the war. The feeling of hatred turns 
once more into the old channels. Demon- 
strations have occurred against the displaced 
persons in both the British and American 
Zones (the D.P. camps had already been 
closed in the Soviet Zone in 1946). Local 
councillors have taken part in the demon- 
Strations, and a request that the D.P.s be 
removed from their districts has often been 
unanimously approved. Dr. P. Auerbach, 
the Bavarian Commissioner for the Victims 
of Racial and Political Persecution, in an 
interview quoted recently by the Yiddish 
paper in Munich, UNser Wea, has described 
scandalous occurrences in trains, cinemas, 
and hotels, “ which recall the most gloomy 
days of the Third Reich.” Cases of a refusal 
to serve Jews in shops are growing more 
frequent. Even the peace of the dead has

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been profaned. In its issue of February 13, 
Der Weo (organ of the Berlin Jews) pub- 
lished a list of 26 Jewish cemeteries dese- 
crated in the British Zone alone in 1947. 
The appointment of Inge Wessel-Sanders, 
the author of “Mein Bruder Horst” 
(Wessel), as headmistress of a children’s 
sanatorium in the island of Nordeney (in 
the British Zone) appears as a grim herald 
of the turning of the twilight of the old gods 
into the dawn of their return. 

Those who mobilise public opinion on 
behalf of help for the Germans are bound 
to gloss over those plain facts. Some do it 
in good faith, and, for example, no one, 
even though he disagree bitterly with Mr. 
Victor Gollancz, and think him quite mis- 
guided, will impugn the high principles 
which move him. Others, however, seem to 
aim, under the shield of relief, at a restora- 
tion of German nationalism and the aboli- 
tion of the curbs imposed by the occupying 
authorities. This line has been adopted by 
the “ Federation of American Citizens of 
German Descent” and the unofficial “United 
States-German Chamber of Commerce,” 
which has not only asked Congress to pass 
legislation “ bringing to a speedy end de- 
Nazification” but has also demanded “a 
definite statute of limitations for actual war 
criminals,” “Such legislation,” they main- 
tain, “ would once again make available to 
German industry some of the best minds in 
Germany, which are now restricted to 
manual labour.” These demands are accom- 
panied by lively propaganda for the “ admis- 
sion of 200,000 German D.P.s” and against 
the “chains of occupation.” 

In Germany itself, a campaign has begun 
for the injuries to be forgiven and the 
crimes forgotten. The phrase of a former 
Nazi, the theatre manager Lothar Muthel, 
who, in reply to charges about his former 


activities, said. “ The past should be forgot- 


ten after all, and hatred brought.to an end,” 
has spread across Germany as a new catch- 
word—against the Jews. The JupbDiIscHEes 
GEMEINDEBLATT FUR DIE BRITISCHE ZONE, 
on January 21, published a reply which 
sums up the attitude of the Jews in Ger- 
many to the whole problem: 

“ The assertion that we hate every German is 
an offensive anti-Semitic perversion . . . yes, 
we do hate the Hitlers and Himmlers, the 
Kaltenbrunners and Gérings, the Goebbelses 
and Streichers, the Von Papens and Von 
Schroders, who are trying to reinstate them- 
selves in Germany . we hate evil, and we 
know how deeply it ts ingrained in the German 
people. Who are those who preach the need 
Germans, who to-day, 
more than ever, hate the British, the Russians, 
the Americans, the Poles, the French, and yet 
again the Jews! Germans, who yesterday 
aimed at the conquest of the world, and to- 
morrow will do so again if only the chance is 
given! We are not moved by thoughts of 
revenge, but by the desire for justice which 
includes retribution for crimes committed ; and 
it is justice from which the Germans seek to 
escape as they did in 1918. Memories of all 
the sufferings of the imnocent in the past, 
thoughts of the suffering which still persists, 


make it imperative that we do everything to. 


avoid a new catastrophe. We should, there- 
fore, never forget.” 

Who can say that the Jews as a whole can 
think differently on this question from the 
Jews still in Germany? 


TRADES COUNCIL'S * GAFFE” 


SPEAKING at Birmingham on Thursday of last 
week, at a meeting called by the Trades 
Advisory Council, Mr. Oliver Lyttelton, M.P., 
gave expression to the view that “ at the bottom 
of most of the scandals connected with the 
clothes rationing system were Jewish firms.” 
This was part of a speech which the Rev. Dr. 
A. Cohen, the Chairman, described, rightly in 
our view, as “ deliberately provocative.” Mr. 
Lyttelton adduced no facts, no figures, no 
Statistics in support of his wild assertion. That 
is all the more remarkable since it was allegedly 
based on his experiences when he was President 
of the Board of Trade (a position he quitted as 
far back as 1941, by the wa‘); and at that 
time, One supposes, the requisite information— 
litle as it might have been—must have been 
available to him. It would not be easy to 
imagine any charge against Jews that, particu- 
larly at this difficult tume, would be calculated 
to be more damaging than this one—however 
ill-founded it may be. But the seriousness of 
the situation does not lie in the fact that Mr. 
Lyttelton cast aspersions on the Jews. The 
realiy shocking aspect of the affair is that the 
speech in question, which was found worthy of 
being featured as a front-page story in the local 
Press, was delivered under the auspices of the 
Trades Advisory Council. This is not the first 
occasion on which the Council has been so 
misguided as to supply a platform for utter- 
ances that cannot be described otherwise than 
as harmful to the Jewish Community. Six years 
ago, a similar situation arose when the 
Chairman of its textile section, Mr. John 


Goodenday, created something like a scanda) 
in the community as the result of 4 
speech he made. [t is surely time tha; 
we should recall what actually is the position 
of the Trades Advisory Council in the com. 
munity. Starting as a sub-committee of a coy). 
mittee of the Board of Deputies, it has, wir) 
the passing of time, apparently arrogated to 
itself functions that belong more properly to 
the parent for grandparent) body. Undoubted}y 
the Council has a useful task to perform | by 
it is evidently necessary that that task should 
be defined and delimited.

The very nature of its work, or of the 
work it should be performing, is that it showid 
be conducted, more or less, privately. Declara. 
tions of policy and public condemnation of ;|j. 
doing do not come properly within its province 
And if it becomes necessary for us to condemn 
some Jewish activities—not an inconcei ible 
proposition—we can perform this unpleasan 
duty without calling upon non-lews to insult 
Jews trom a Jewish platform. The unfortunate 
caffe committed by the Trades Advisory Council 
in 1942 resulted, after some acrimonious corres. 
pondence in THe Jewish CHRONICIF. in the 
resignation of its Publicity Chairman. [t « to 
be hoped that no such drastic action may be 
thought necessary on this occasion, It is. how 
ever, even more profoundly to be hoped thar 
the Council will, in the future, confine itself 
to the duties which it has, in the past. carried 
out with so much benefit to the communi and 
will leave propaganda to bodies mor,

HOME AND SCHOOL 


THe awakened interest in Jewish education 
finds reflection in the many lively discussione 
which have recently been evoked on severa! of 
its aspects. No doubt, provocative and chal- 
lenging remarks are sometimes deliberately 
uttered with a view to stimulating deeper 
thought and reflection. Perhaps such was the 
intention behind some of Rabbi Kopul Rosen's 
comments at a recent lecture to the National 
Union of Hebrew Teachers. He spoke of a 
conflict between parents and teachers and 
seemed to think that a certain amount of con- 
flict between school and home was inevitable 
He called upon teachers even to exert their 
influence outside the classroom, in clubs. at 
rambles, and in week-end schools. By some. 
however, it may be thought that this is putting 
an undue strain and responsibility upon the 
teacher. It might seem to usurp upon the 
proper privilege and prerogative of the rarent 
if the child’s out-of-school activities are to be 
subject to the teachers’ continuous control. 
Family life, which is a necessary foundation 
both of good citizenship and of religious living, 
needs to be fostered and strengthened by every 
possible means. fo stress the antithesis 
between school and home—belauding the one 
at the expense of the other—would not seem 
a wise policy. If our educational! authorities 
cannot secure the co-operation. and good will 
of the parents, then their programme needs 
revising. In Judaism and in Jewish education, 
tradition has never allowed the schoo! to sup 
plant the home. This tradition was never 
more important than to-day.

Adom, the “Red Shield of David “—the 
Yishuv’s own first-aid, blood-transfusion, and 
ambulance service. Starting in a smal! way 25 
years ago, it aimed at providing a thoroughly 
efficient first-aid service for the whole Pales 
tinian community irrespective of race of 
religion. Its system of organisation and train 
ing is based on that of the Red Cross, and 
its fully-equipped, cream-painted ambulances 
now take the road all over Palestine. During 
the riots that preceded the recent war, many 
Arabs, and scores of Britons, both civilian and 
military, besides Jews, had causé to be grateful 
for the life-giving help that they brought. 
Magen David Adom soon expanded +s services: 
it sent trained teams to Europe to help the 
D-P.s; it organised a lifeguard and sea-rescue 
service; it stood by when “ illegal ~ immigrants 
were landed, gave first-aid, and took urgem 
cases into its own small emergency hospitals.

Rabbinical Courts in 
Palestine 


The Jewish Law of Family and Inheri- 
tence and Its Application in Palestine.

The Rabbinical Courts in Palestine 
have exclusive jurisdiciion in| marriage, 
divorce, alimony, and confirmation of 
wills of members of the Jewish Com- 
munity other than foreigners. In any 
other matter of “ personal status,” where 
all the parties consent, these Courts have 
concurrent jurisdiction. Jewish Personal 
Law is thus of increasing practical impor- 
‘ance: its provisions are discus: mn 
numerous judgments of the Civil Courts 
‘» Palestine. Whatever systems of law 
are ultimately established in the new 
Jewish State, Jewish Family Law. it is 
certain, will not be disturbed, and the 
decsions of the Civil Courts upon the 
meaning of “ personal status’ may well 
he ot consequence 


Working Rules 


The first systematic digest in English, 
containing im short, dogmatic form, the 
working rules upon such subjects as 
Kerubah, Get, Guardianship, Wills, Intes- 
racy, with over 600 references to Jewish 
books and Palestinian decisions, cannot 
fail to be of value, not only to practi- 
voners in Palestine but to Rabbinical 
Courts elsewhere, and to all those who 
have to advise upon such problems. The 
appendix contains an important Teshuva 
of Chef Rabbi Uzziel on the Law of 
Wills, and a judgment of the Rabbinical 
Court in Tel-Aviv, holding the 
authorities, that a Dayan Mumkhe has 
power to try cases alone. 

In this digest, the author, both Rabbi 
and advocate, has shown great industry. 
Discussion of the Law is not within his 


purpose: thus the problem of Agunah 1s 
ot considered. For a book of this 
nature, the Index of a few pages 1s 


hardly adequate. In a second edition, a 
great number of errors in English should 
he corrected and the excessive’and com- 
nlicated classification simputied. 


SARTRE ON THE JEWS 

Analysis of Anti-Semitism 

Réflexions Sur La Question Juive, By 
Jran-Paut. Sartre. Paris: Editions Paul 
VM orihien

Jean-Paul Sartre’ is one of the most 
considerable figures in contemporary 
hterature. Although his existentialist 
philosophy has found litle recognition in 
this country, there has been widespread 
recognition of his literary and dramayc 
talents, especially for his powerful pray 
“ Huis Clos.” His book on the Jewis 
question is, therefore. an important 
event. It ts wise and profound and, 
despite a certain French emphasis, should 
prove of widespread inter si in England. 

Sartre characterises anti-Semitism as a 


* passion,” freely chosen by the anti- 
Semite, whose faith is hatred. It per- 
meates his whole personality and, 


depending on a rejection of the rational, 
cannot be countered by reason The 
philosophical forerunner of antui-Semiusm 
was Manichewanism, which cloaked a 
decp attraction to evil. The anti-Semite 
is afraid—not of Jews, but of his own 
conscience and liberty 


Cause of Perpetual Tension 


After analysing the anti-Semute, Sartre 
turns to the Jew and shows remarkable 
insight He divides Jews the 
* authentic “ type, who is what he makes 
himself, and the “ inauthentic “ type. 
He holds that the only link joinmng all 
Jews is the hostile society around them, 
which causes the perp:tual tension in the 
Jewish mentality. Jewish anti-Semitism 
occurs when a Jew finds among his 
fellow-Jews those very traiis he ts tying 
fo reject as atypical. 

Sartre’s practical conclusions, however, 
are disappointing. Basing h mself on 
his theory that it is the anti-Semite who 
creates the Jew. he advocates socialism 
to eradicate anti-Semitism, which is 
‘a mythical and bourgeois representa- 
tion of the class struggle.” Such a con- 
clusion is easily reached, but experience 
has shown that the sphere of anti- 
Semitism is beyond that of idealistic 
ger ralisation Sa tre’s book will be 
more valued for its brillant analysis of 
the Jewish and anti-Semitic mentalities 
than for any practical proposal.

55 YEARS WITH THE DEPUTIES 


Mr. Charles EKmanuel’s Rem.niscences

MRE. Charlies H. L. Emanuel, who cele- 

brated his 80th birthday recently, is 
a veteran communal worker who sutll 
vigorously pursues his professional hie 
and many other activiues. In an inter- 
view which Mr. Emanuel gave me, he 
spoke of the changes which have over- 
taken the Board of Deputics, with whose 
work he has been closely associated for 
SS years. 

“ When I first became Assistant Secre- 
lary to my father in 1893,” said Mr. 
Emanuel, “ the Board consisted of about 
60 Deputies. The work was then done 
almost enurely by the Secretary, the Presi- 
dent being troubled only in matters of 
special difficulty. It was when Mr. D. L. 
Alexander became President, and the 
work had become mote complicated, that 
this was altered. Previous Presidents had 
not been unwilling to be spared unneces- 
sary trouble. When I was appointed Solici- 
tor and Secretary in Sepiember, 1898, in 
succession to my father, who had died in 
harness that year, | made if my aim to 
increase the number of congregations 
represented at the Board, and I can never 
remember a triennial election at which 
the total was not increased. Of late years, 
after | escaped from the Secretaryship on 
a whole-time Secretary being appointed, 
the increase has grown to such an extent 
that the Board has, | think. become un- 
wieldy.”

Ten-Minute Speeches 


The meetings now,” continued’ Mr 
Emanuel, “are so well. attended by 
Deputies, many of whom had come long 
distances for the purpose, and so many 
desirous of expressing ther views, 
that the former three-hour meetungs have 
become morning and afternoon affairs 
The Board's by-laws allow 10 minutes for 
speeches by movers of motions and five 
minutes for other speakers, and there 1s 
a tendency for speeches to last for the 
full time permitted 

The work of a chairman conducung 
meetings of this size is exceedingiy heavy 
This situation might in Mr Emanuel’s 
opinion be relieved by cutting down the 
tume allowed to speakers. In particular 
motions to refer back a Committee's 
report or a part of a report, following, 
generally, a full debate: on the report, 
could, he thought, bear a further time 
restriction without an mijustice. The new 
and growing custom of Deputies reading 
their speeches occupied more time than 
is necessary If this was forbidden, 
Deputies would be encouraged to make 
their remarks concise and to introduce 
new points of view. 

“I look back to my work at the Board,” 
Mr. Emanuel said, “ with very great plea- 
sure. I! feel | have enjoyed the confidence 
of a long series of Presidents and other 
officers. Since September, 1898, I have 
been acting as Solicitor to the Board My 
work has been more limited since 1 ceased 
in 1927 to be Secretary also, -but it still

* During that ume, I have seen the 
lessening influence in the Board of the 
Spanish and Portuguese representatives 
with their grand names and their picasant 
personalities. They represented well the 
upper stratum of Jewish society, always 
anxious to better the condition of those 
in less favourable circumstances. Now, 
all stratas are represented, and ditlerences 
of opinion and points of view have neces- 
sarily increased. The Board is certainly 
more representative of all sections of the 
community than it was in the past. It 
includes the old-established Enghsh Jews 
and their newer arrivals, and. together 
with the large wealthy Synagogues, the 
small communities m outlying country 
districts, whose needs and requirements

This enerectic octogenarian had much 
to tell me about his activites in many 
fields of work, ranging from social wel- 
fare to the artistic world He feels a 
very legitimate pride in the hieh awards 
which, as an amateur. he has won for 
his pastel- and silver-work His elder 
brother, Mr. Frank Emanuel. the eminent 
artist. who is now in his” 
year and is equally vigorous, shares 
—as the two have always done—the same 
home and enthusiasms. Incidentally, 
Mr. Frank Emanuel told me that he has 
compiled what is probably the most de- 
tailed list of Jewish artists all over the 
world, althouch he doubted whether any 
specifically Jewish art exists.

A. J Balfour's letter of November 2, 
1917, represented the combined wisdom 
of the Prime Minister (Lioyd George), 
Gen. Smuts, Lord Robert Cecil, and Mr. 
Winston Churchill Also Woodrow 
Wilson gave it his blessing. The policy 
of thay letter had been accepted by the 
Press and the people of this country 

The Jew guilty of malpractice, said Dr. 
Cohen, was a traitor to his religion; and 
what the world needed to-day was the 
application of the morals and ethics of 
religion to life in all its phases

COUNCIL FOR CIVIL 
LIBERTIES 


Aims and Activities 
To the Editor of Tue Jewrsu 


Sim,—During a recent drive to raise 
funds for the work of the Nations! 
Council for Civil Liberties, I was struck 
by the fact that so many of the Jewish 
poo with whom I came into contac: 

never heard of its existence, which ix. 
a not surprising, as the Counc! 

s always concentrated on its work 
rather than on publicising its name. This 
situation has prompted me to seek 
through the medium of your columns 
a means of conveying to the Jewish pub. 
ie something of the work done by this 
fine organisation. 

The N.C.C.L. was formed in 1934 ax 
a direct response to the need of the times 
and the pressure of world events, its aim 
being to defend and further our hard- 
won civil liberties, no, only here, but also 
in the Colonies, dependencies, and forcien 
countries. Some of its endeavours have 
included the provision of publicity anc 
observers, which helped to protect the 
1934 hunger marchers against police 
provocation, and im 1937 it was arranged 
for Sir Stafford Cripps, K.C., to unde: 
take the defence of the Harworth Collic;, 
strikers, after which a petition of over 4 
quarter of a million signatures was organ 
ised for the remission of the heavy sen- 
tences imposed. The Council has con. 
ducted vigorous Campaigns against the 
negation of civil rights im the Colona! 
Empire, and, realising that Fascism con- 
stituted ome of the greatest breaches of 
our civil liberties, the Council strove. 
from its inception, to awaken the British 
public to the dangers of this menacx 

Its record is one of continuous active 
resistance to Fascism and anti-Semitism 
This included, before the war, the sending 
of trained lawyers to Fascist demonstra. 
tions and the subsequent publishing o! 
memoranda on the application of law to 
Fascist activities. Worthy of mention 
here is the fact that in 1938 the Council 
was instrumental in persuading the Home 
Secretary to grant a bloc of 350 visas 
for refugees from the Sudeteniand to 
enter this country. 

The year 1943 saw the organising of a 
delegate conference, which was called in 
London to make plans for combs 
anti-Semitism and Fascism on a nation- 
wide scale. Some 450 delegates attended 
representing 273 organisations with a 
toial membership of one million. The 
conference was followed by an effectiy< 
campaign throughout the country, which 
included the calling of similar confer- 
ences by the Council's branches 
indusinal centres througout the Briiish 
isles. 

Readers will doubiless remember the 
humiliation to which Jews in the Polish 
forces were subjected, and, throug)» 
1944, the Council instituted a campaign 
on behalf of these men, as a resuli o

THE CRISIS IN PALESTINE 
Binational State Advocated 


lo the Eduor of THe CHRONICLE

Six,—Judging by speeches made al the 
last meeting of the Council of the Angio- 
Jewish Association, it would appear that 
the view ss held that the crisis m Pales- 
tine and also in Jewry that 1s threatcning 
can be avoided by merely a change of 
persons. tt should be made clear that 
this ws not so. tf have good reason to 
believe that a constitutional settlement 
at any time on etther side in Palestine 
and without imjustice to anyone could 
have been made, if reasonable leading 
men on both sedes had had thew \ ay. 
But there has never been much 
encouragement among those of influence 
at any on either side Palcsine 
during the past 20 years, with the result 
that the confidence of the Arabs im the 
cood faith of any Zironrst leadcr is about 
equal to that which the Zionrsts have 
for the Mufti of Jerusaicm. This 
must be realised if the crisis whch ts 
now so close is to be averted. 

arc, however still reasonable 
and moderate statesmen among Arabs as 
well as Jews. The only hope ts to bring 
these toeether again, and this time, so 
far as the Jewish Statesmen are con- 
cerned, to give them the suppor of the 
responsible elements in Jewry. 

Partition is obviously dead. If u 1s 
not still-born, it will be drowned in a 
sea of blood, and if it escapes that fate, 
that of cconomic strangulation faces the 
Jewish half of Palestine, if aot the Arab 
half also The division of Palestine into 
two independent States—two iredenta 
and a city of refuge—never had, with 
very few exceptions, any informed 
opinion behind ut = It was at the best, 
as the Roya! Commussion admitted, when 
it put it forward as an obvious after- 
though, __ of despair: “ Partition 
seems to offer at least a chance of ulti- 
mate peace.” Not only no settlement is 
io be found im partition, as is being 


realised now. but there is, moreover, no 


setuement un the transformation of Pales- 
tine aS a whole into a seli-governing 
State, cither Jewish or Avab. In a land 
inhabited by two nationalities only a bi- 
nauonal State can succeed. This has 


been clear to almost every impartial 
authority whose knowledge of the prob- 
lem extends beyond a visit of two or 
three weeks. Even the Anglo-American 
Commussion of laquiry of a year ago 
reached that conclusion. Dr. Magnes, 
an active Zionist years before many ol 
the present leaders of Zionist opinion 
were born and a practical, not a vicari- 
ous, Zionist, has held this view for years. 
He has behind him some of the best 
minds in the Yishwv. experienced Arab 
statesmen from nerhbouring countries 
as well as some Arvab patriots in Pales- 
tine, and practically every British and 
American administrator and diplomatist 
who has had first-hand experience of the 
problem. 


Binationalism is perhaps a vague erm. 
li means a form of constitution under 
which two or more nationalities enjoy 
the widest possible autonomy in. all 
municipal, communal, cultural, and other 
spheres, those that concern the lives of 
the people most iniimately, buy in 
matters that affect all the inhabitants 
similarly, such as communications, 
foreign relations, trade, development. 
there a8 One central governmen; chosen 
by all citizens with equal rights. Under 
such a constitution Jews, as members of 
the Jewish Community or nationality, 
would have complete autonomy, without 
any wmierference [trom outside, im all 
matters that concerned Jews alone: im 
other matters that concerned a Jew. not 
as a Jew but as a Palestinian, he would 
have the same rights as any other citizen 
of the country. This is in a few words 
the policy of binaiionalism. li has ceen 

reached by Dr. Magnes and his fol- 

wers for a quarter of a century. It has 
had the encouragement of the Bidish 
Government, culminating in he tentative 
scheme put forward by Mr. Herbert 
Morrison on behalf of Mr. Bevin—after- 
wards somewhat elaborated in co-opera- 
tion With the United States State Depart- 
ment but still with many details io be 
filled im, a year ago. Along the same 
lines came the detailed constitution 
drawn up by Sir Hubert Young’s com- 
mittee oi experts (in the literal sense). 
Now the Arab statesmen, whose intcrests 
in a settlement on similar lines is not a 
mushroom growth, have come forward 
openly at Lake Success. Speaking on 
their behalf a; the recent meeting of «he 
United Nations Assembly, the Lebanese 


represeniauve said categorically: We 


are prepared to listen to, hear, and ' 
any concilatory formula susceptible o 


providing a reasonable and just solutor 
of the iestinian guestion.”” And he 
proceeded to lay down ihe following 


tentative principles for a scitlemen! 

(1) A federal independent state shall be 
up in Palestine noi later than August |. 

(2) The Government shall be constituted o* 
a federal basis and shall comprise a fedcr! 
eoveragnent and Cantonal governments of 
and Arab cantons 

(3) The detimination of the cantons shall ice 
as few Arab and. Jewish mimoritics as « 
each canton. 

(4) The population of Paicstine shail 
by direct universal suffrage a constitucnt asc™- 
biy which shall draft a constitution. The Con- 
Stituent Assembly shall comprise ali the cic 
ments of the population in proportion to tre 
number of their respective citizens 

The- Constituent Assembly will be 
guided by the provisions of the Consiuuhon 
the United States of America, as wel) as the 
Constitutions of the individual statics of inc 
Union 

(6) The protection of the Holy Places, 
dom of access. visit aad worship, in acoordan 
with the status quo, as well as the safeguardin’ 
of the rights of religious cstablishments of 4 
nationalines which are now found in

As a non-party, non-sectarian bod 
embracing amongst its membership peo 
of all shades of opinion and organisa- 
tions of many different types, its influence 
ss able to penetrate into spheres which 
no religious or political body could reach 
Through co-operation with those contri- 
buting to the same task, and through 
meetings, education, deputations, litera- 
‘ore, and other forms of democratic 
activity, the Council continues its fight to 
help eliminate the Fascist menace.

NEGLECT OF SMALL 
COMMUNITIES 


To the Edutor ot THe Jewisn CHRronicie 


Sir.-I take no pleasure in making use 
of the hospitality of your all-too-limited 
space in order to air yet another “Jewish 
problem.” the multi-coloured pat- 
iern of Anglo-Jewry a strong case could 
he made emphasising the importance of 
the smaller communities—some so insig- 
nificantly that they have not yet attained 
the dignity of a place im the JewisA 
Year Book. 


One glance at your advertisement 
columns is sufficient to reveal the dis- 
turbing fact that Jewish life in the 


smaller communities is languishing for 
lack of ministerial and educational leader- 
ship. Stoke-on-Trent Hebrew Congrega- 
tion, whose earnestness and sincerity | 
can vouch for from happy personal 
experience, advertised three times within 
six weeks. Wolverhampton seems to 
have given up the task in desparr. 

The greatest sufferers from this regret- 
table state of affairs are the children, 
but, fortunately, there are capable lay- 
men who are conducting the services 
most effectively and admirably. 

1 am wondering if it were not possible 
for one of the larger congregations in the 
neighbourhood to spare one of its 
teachers to visit the community. on 
Sundays. Half a loaf is better than none, 
and at lease the bitter sense of neglect 
and despair might be dissipated. | am 
confident that the co-operation of parents 
and children would be forthcoming, with 
the happiest of results. 

The sceptical would be amazed at the 
progress that can be made, even with 
one hour per week devoted to Hebrew, 
apart altogether from the inspiration 


derived from the Jewish atmosphere of- 


such weekly meetings. I can cite a 
specific example where the headmaster 
of a preparatory school in Ashford, 
Kent, has arranged for a Hebrew master 
to enter his school for the purpose of 
giving Hebrew instruction to five Jewish 
boys, who attend there. In two terms, 
of one lesson weekly, all five haye 
mastered ** Hayeled,”’ and are now read- 
ing slowly but accurately from Singer's 
Prayer Book, besides being able to sing 
several Hebrew melodies. 

if the strength of the community 1s 
to be tested by its weakest links, then 
the demands and the needs of the 
smaller, isolated communities must en- 
gage the serious attention of Jewish 
education authorities and the more 
powerful synagogues.

It is disconcerting to find a report of a 
luncheon given to Mr. Emanuel Shinwell 
by the Association for Jewish Youth on 
your front page.

His remarks in his message to Jewish 
youth as reported last week, will, I ven- 
ture to think, impress no one, his advice 
to Jewish youth “to be justifiably proud 
of being Jews” leaves a bitter taste in 
the mouth coming from one who 
was reported to have attended a public 
banquet last Yom Kippur when he was 
Minister of Fuel. is message of 
hope would sound better if he gave a 
demonstration of his Jewish pride by his 
words to his Government. As Chairman 
of the Labour Party, he seems strangely 
reticent to remind his fellow Party mem- 
bers of their pre-election pledges about 
Palestine.—SIDNEY GoopMaN, 45, Ran- 
dolph Avenue, London, W.9. 


“PARSHAT VAYAKHEL ” 


In reply to your correspondent, Mr. 
Lionel Rcsdoete. wish to point out 
that in certain Hebrew leap years Parshat 
Vayakhel does not coincide’ with 
Shekalim, but instead, the following 
week, Parshat Pekudey, is Shabbat 
Shekalim. Vayakhel does fall as an 
ordinary Sabbath (when only one Sefer 
is read) and this last occurred in 1940, 
and will not occur again as an ordinary 
Sabbath until 1954 (February 27), 1957 
(February 23), and 1967 (March 4), and 
the Haftara for Vayakhel, about which 
Mr. Kopelowiiz inquires will then be 
read as follows: I Kings vii, 40-50 by the 
Ashkenazim: and I Kings vii, 13-26 by 
the Sefardim.—S. London, 
N.W.2. 


The Haftara of Vayakhel is read in 
a Leap Year if the previous first day of 
Rosh Hashana fell on a Thursday and 
the New Moons of Kislev and Tebeth 
both had either 29 or 30 days each. In 
the present century it has or will happen 
in 1910, 13, 16, 27, 40, 54, 57, 67, 81, 
and 84.—Max Sutzpacner, 4, Sneath 
Avenue, Golders Green, N.W.11.

Herein, | suggest, lies the guilt 
of the leaders of Anglo-Jewry, and par- 
ticularly of the leaders of British Zionrsts 
For they have failed to inform the com- 
munity and British public opinion. of 
what is really happening in Palestine 
They failed to mobilise public opinion 
against the terrible acts of the Admunis- 
tration, which are, to a large extent.

Therefore, if they are averse 
to terrorism and wish to see the end of 
it, it is their paramount duty to come 
quickly to the rescue of the Yishuv.

USING VEGETABLE OIL TO 
REPLACE MARGARINE 


Several readers have asked whether 
vegetable oil can replace other fats im 
pastry and cakes. [he answer 1s that 
mu can, and the results are extremely 
good. 

Pastry 

Selfraising flour 8 oz., vegetable oil 
3 tablespoonfuls, pinch of salt, water. 

Sieve flour and salt into a mixing 
bow! and add the oi and sufficient water 
to form a stiff paste. Knead well, roll 
out, and use as required. Bake in a hot 
oven (425°-450°—Regulo No. 6-7). 

For Biscuit Crust. Sieve 2 teaspoon- 


fuls each castor sugar and dried egg with 
the flour 


Baked Sponge Puddings 


Selfraising flour 5 oz., vegetable oil 3 
tablespoontuls, sugar 2 oz., 1 egg (shell 
or dried reconstituted), 2 or 3 table- 
spoonfuls milk or water. 

Steve flour and sugar into a muxing 
bow!; beat the egg lightly and pour ‘nto 
the bow! with the oil. Mix thoroughly 
and add sufficient milk or water to make 
the mixture of a soft, creamy consis- 
tency. Use in any of the following ways: 


Fig, Date, or Raisin Pudding. Add 2 
or 3 oz. chopped figs, dates. or raisins 
to the mixture, turn into a greased fire- 
proof dish, and bake in .a moderate oven 
(400°—Regulo No. 5) about 45 minutes. 

Fve’s Pudding, Pui a layer of peeled, 
cored, and finely chopped cooking apples 
m a greased oven dish: sprinkle with 
sugar and the grated rind and juice of 
+ lemon. Spread the mixture over the 
top and bake as above 

Castle Pudding, Three parts fill some 
greased dariole moulds with the mixture 
and bake 10-15 minutes in a hot oven 
(450°—Regulo No. 7). Turn out on to 
a hot dish and serve with warmed jam. 


Miadeira Cake 


Selfraising flour 8 oz., sugar 3-4 oz., 
vegctable oil 4 tablespoonfuls, milk 6 
tablespoonfuls, baking powder 1 level 
teaspoonful, 2 reconstituted dried eggs, 
almond or lemon flavouring 

Sieve the dry ingredients and add the 
oil, beaten eggs, milk, and flavouring 
and mix lightly. Turn into a prepared 
tin, 6-7 inches across, and bake in a 
moderate oven about 14 hours (375°— 
Regulo No. 4) 

Note. If sheil eggs are used instead of 
dried, omi the baking powder 

Seed Cake. Omit the flavouring and 
add 3 teaspoonfuls of caraway seeds. 

Sultana Cake. Add 3 oz. sultanas to 
the dry ingredients,

ihe work completed, the Tabernacle 
was set up. The lamps were lighted and 
sweet mecense burned on the golden altar. 
while the High Priest entered on his holy 
duties, and the glory of the Lord filled 
the Tabernacle. This was the greatest 
day im their life for the children of 
tsrac!. They had been slaves, oppressed. 
by a harsh tyrant, but now they had 
before them a house in which they could 
ther God in freedom. 

This Tabernacle served the people until 
the reign of King Solomon, who built 
the Temple: and the Haftara is naturally 
taken trom that page of history. We 
hear how Solomon completed the build- 
ing, and turnishing of the Temple, and, 
following the example of Moses, thanked 
and blessed the people who ‘had taken 
part in the work.

with conspiracy in making false state- 
ments to Obtain passports. 

All the men were committed. for: trial

Weingarten was also charged with cor- 
ruptly giving money to Getgood and 
Barrett, as agents of the Passport Office. 

Getgood and Barrett were charged with 
accepting money from Weingarten. 

Mr. H. A. K. Morgan, prosecuting. 
said that as a result of the conspiracy, 
“an enormecus number of aliens. are 
walking around the Continent and else- 
where in possession of a British passport, 
to which they are not entitled.” 

Weingarten was the central figure in 
the conspiracy, Mr, Morgan said.

Caring for Afflicted Jews

One of the most deserving Anglio- 
Jewish charitable institutions, the Jewish 
Blind Society, has setiled down in its 
Sew country premises.

“My job.” Mr. Nyman, the occupa- 
tional therapist told me, “ts to make a 
difference in their lives. I try to be 
everybody's friend and am regarded by 
them as one.” 


I asked whether the articles were for 
sale, and was told that it had been 
decided to hold “ Sag Days on which 
visitors would be able to make purchases. 

In case any residents are beset by 
private problems, they can confide freely 
m Mrs. Harris, the wife of one of the 
Vice-Presidents and a former Secretary, 
who frequently visits the home.

The home is conducted: on strictly 
Orthodox lines, and there are separate 
kitchens for meat and milk ishes. 
Services are held on the Holy-days and 
Festivals, and recently a Chanucah 
party was provided. 

Included in the nine acres of grounds 
is a vegetable garden that, it is hoped, 
will eventually provide all the vegetables 
the home needs. 

I was informed by the Treasurer of the 
home, Mr. Norden, that 350 blind Jewish 
persons are registered with the society 
in various parts of the country and that 
the new home, when it is extended, will 
be able to house 100 people. Mr. 
Norden also told me that permis- 
sion is being sought for the immediate 
erection of at least one additional wing 
which would provide room for a further 
30 people. 

The cost of the maintenance of the 
home and that of pensions and welfare 
to a large numbér of blind people out- 
side the home and to their dependents 
amounts to over £10,000 a year, but 
owing to the increasing calls on the 
society's funds this sum is bound to 
increase in the near future.

Monday. 

The organisations represented at the 
conference were the Association for 
Jewish Youth; the Jewish Students of 
Queen Mary College; the Workers’ 
Circle and the Workers’ Circle Ladies’ 
Guild; the Hackney Synagogue Ladies’ 
Guild: and the Old Boys’ Club. 

Dr. J. J. Mallon, Warden of Toynbee 
Hall, presided. The work of Ort, he 
said, was to lay hands on the Jewish 
survivors of Europe, make the most of 
such talents as they had, and equip them 
so that they could become assets mstead 
of habilities to any people among whom 
they moved. 


Education and Labour 


Cam R. I. Crown, Organising Secre- 
tary, Britissh Ort, said that Dr. Mallon 
had consented to become a member ol 
the Council of Ort They hoped that 
by the combination of education and 
labour, the basic principles on which 
Toynbee Hall had been built, their aims 
would be realised. he added. 

He read extracts from the agreement 
reached with the Preparatory Com- 
mission of I.R.O. in December last, in 
which it was stated: 

Your personnel and operations . will 
be accorded the same status and facilities as 
are accorded to P.C.1L.R.©O. personnel and 
operations Ihe Ort traming programmes in 
Europe have alrcady achicved important results 
in the successful re-cstablishment of refugees 
for whom emigration opportunities have de- 
pended upon the acquisition of skills or renewal 
of lost skills We recognise that the many Ort 
enicrprises ifn receiving countrees are also con- 
tributing materially to resetticment opportunities 
and to the assimilation of immigrants in their 
adopted countrics We aprp@tciate what your 
organsation has been able to accomplish through 
many years of tested experience and we wecicome 
the assurance of your continued assistance.” 

Capt. Crown said that the local com- 
mittees could help by spreading the 
message of Ort, which was that the Jew 
as well as his non-Jewish comrade could 
work with his hands and be a skilled 
artisan in many trades. They could also 
help by provided them with the tools to 
continue that work. 

The Ort, said Capt. Crown, had begun 
60 years ago, and was the only Jewish 
Organisation which was engaged in 
rehabilitation. It had close relations with 
other organisations working for refugees. 

It was decided that representatives 
should be appointed to the proposed 
committee and that a further meeting 
should be held four weeks later.

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“THE TRAINING OF HEBREW TEACHERS” 


A Vital Topic 


To the Editor of Tue Jewrsn CHronicie 


Sa,—It is encouragmg to note that 
this subject is at last being recognised 
as a most vital and poses one for che 
forure well-being of the Anglo-Jewrsh 
Community. Your own welcome icader 
as well as the article by Dr. Morris and 
subsequent correspondence all go to show 
that, despite the many urgent problems 
that crowd in on Anglo-Jewry, immed 
ate and serious attention must be given 
ro the position regarding the supply of 
ceachers, if we are not to witness the 
complete breakdown of our Jewish 
educational system in the not-too-remote 
juture. 

There is another aspect of the matter 
winch should not be neglected. Mr. 
Krausz in his letter referred to “ the 
provision of competent and qualified 
ceachers *: I feel it is the right of the 
community to msist that us Hebrew 
teachers are given the kind of training 
that will not only entitle them to be 
called “competent and qualified” but 
also enable Anglo-Jewry to be confident 
of their ability to carry out efficiently 
ther all-important duties. 

One way of ensuring this is to see that 
due emphasis is placed on the pedagogi- 
cal side of the training, and it is with 
this in mind that my executive has 
recenily published a memorandum on 
“The Pedagogical Traming of the 
Hebrew Teacher” and submitted it to 
the Central Council and London Board 
for ther consideration when this aspect 
of the problem ts under discussion. It 
is to be hoped that the appropriaic 
authority will give the community carly 
assurance that ths important matter ts 
not. going to be neglected. 

Encouraged by such an assurance. 
Anelo-Jewry will then support‘ with full 
confidence this “ boldly conceived plan 
for an Institute of Jewish Religious 
| ducahon.,

Morris's article m your issue of 
February 6, dealing with wavs and means 
of supplying the community with trained 
teachers, and your leader of the same 
date, will have done much to increase 
communal awareness of the current and 
practical problems involved. It is diffi- 
cult to miagine that the community will 
fail to respond to the appeal for funds 
with which to establish a Teachers’ 
Training Institute, but it is, perhaps, first 
necessary to appreciate the full signifi- 
cance of the Communal Conference 
called for April 11. The appeal should 
not be regarded as extraneous to the 
immediate life of the community, or as 
an ambitious project whose mere bold- 
ness merits commendation. Ik is an in- 
evitable and natural appeal, arising from 
the obvious and difficult situation in 
which we have been placed by the hap- 
penings of the last ten years. The con- 
ference is significant from that int of 
view, aS an assertion by the bulk of the 
community that it both realises its 
obligation in this field and is aware 
how to meet it. There can hardly be 
a local community in the country which 
dares withhold its fullest support from 
the effort.

JEWISH COUNCIL OF 
GOVERNMENT 


Composition Announced 


\From ow Correspondent—J&RUSALEM| 


The Jewish Agency has now seni to 
its representatives at Lake Success, for 
subm.ssion to the United Nations, the 
composition of the proposed Provisional 
Council of Government of the future 
Jewish State. 

Of the 32 members of the Council, 
more than a third are attached to the 
Left-wing parties There will be 12 
Palestinian members of the Jewish 
Agency Executive, all the 14 members 
of the Executive of the Vaad Leumi, and 
six others from parties not hitherto repre- 
sented on cither Executive. 


Allotment of Seats 


Ten seats are allotted to Mapai (com- 
prising five members each of the two 
Executives), five to the General Zionists 
(four in the Agency Executive and one 
in the Vaad Leumi). and five for the 
Mizrachi and Hapoel Hamizrachi (three 
in the Agency and two inthe Vaad 
Leumi). [Ihe United Workers’ Party, 
comprisin Hashomer Hatzair, the 
Labour Unity Parity and the Left Poale 
Zion, has three places (in the Vaad Leumi 


Executive), and there is ome seat cach 
for the Women's International Zionist 
Organisation, Aliya Hadasha. and the 


Oriental Jewish Communities (the latter 
being, presumably, the Yemenites) 
Other parties represented are the Agudat 
Israel and the Revisionists, with two 
places each, and the Sefardi Community 
and the Communist Party, with one each. 

(In connection with the above. the 
J.1.A. reports that the United Workers’ 
Party has decided not to accept the 
Jewish Agency's invitation to join the 
Council unless it is given five seats. It 
is also Stated that no decision on the 
subject has yet been taken by the 
Revisionists.) 


Two Women Included

JEWISH STATUS 
JERUSALEM 


The Vaad Leurm issued on Monday a 
slatement expressing apprehension that 
Jews may be depressed into the position 
of a permanent minority on the Legisla- 
tive Council for Jerusalem.

17 HAGANA MEN KILLED 


Sixteen members of Hagana and «a 
Jewish journalist were killed by Arabs 
north of Jerusalem last week. 

The unit, 23 strong, was returning from 
a mission at Ramaliah, when it ran into 
several hundred uniformed Arabs near 
Kalandria. Overwhelmingly outnumbered, 
the Hagana men found  themscives 
attacked from behind, but fought for 
tour hours. The Acabs received rein- 
forcemenis, and twelve members of 
Hagana fell in combat and five were cap- 
tured. intercepted by British 
police, the Arabs killed their prisoners.—

FAWZI EL KAUKJI IN 
PALESTINE 


New Battles Expected 


Fawzi cl Kaukyi, commander-in-chiel 
of the “ Arab Army of Liberation,” has 
arrived in Palestine from Damascus, it 
was authoritatively learned in Jerusalem 
on Saturday 

Reports reaching Jerusalem from the 
est that Kaukji ts making bis head- 
quarters in the area of the Moslem 
stronghold of Nablus, 

Already many hundreds of trained 
Iraqi and Syrian troops have taken wu 
positions in that area, with thousan

arrival is the signal for all-out prepara- 
tions for largescale battles throughout 
Palestine.’ 

Battle plans for the “ Arab Liberation 
Army's“ war against the Jews have been 
drawn up in the closely-guarded moun- 
tain-top village now serving as temporary 
headquarters of the Arab commander-in- 
chief. He is said to be receiving intelli- 
gence reports on the strength, armament, 
and personnel of Jewish settlements 
against which his full forces are to be 
thrown when battle plans are put into 
action, 

“ Our men will be ordered into action 
when the battle plans are completed, and 
we are planning now,” Fawzi el Kauky 
told a Reuter correspondent. 


SYRIANS FINED 
Fired on Jews and British 


Six uniformed Syrian volunteers in 
the Arab “ Liberation Army.’ who were 
captured by the British during an engage- 
ment near the Syrian border last month, 
were fined £400 cach, or, in default, four 
years’ imprisonment, by a British military 
Court in Jerusalem last week. 

They. were charged with carrying arms 
and firing on Jews, the British Army, 
and the police. They declined to make 
the plea of mitigation, and when scn- 
tenced shouted from the dock: “ Long 
live liberated and free Palestine.” 

Major W. E. Stubbs, prosecuting, said 
it was no excuse that the Syrians did not 
know they were firing on British forces. 
While there was no open armed rebellhon 
against the Crown, there was a definite 
state of riot. 

Defence counsel successfully applied to 
the court for special prison treatment for 
his clients, indicatine that they were not 
prepared to pay the fine. The court 
granted the Syrians “reasonable time ™ 
to decide whether to pay or go to prison 
Reuter) 


UNPAID TAXES 


All municipal services in Jerusalem are 
threatened complete breakdown 
shortly, because Jews and Arabs are 
refusing \o pay rates and taxes. the Act- 
ing Mayor of Jerusalem; Mr. Graves, 
reported last week 

Mr. Graves said that unless the popu- 
lation paid the property rate, business 
tax, water and electricity rate, and other 
municipal service cha ges, the munici- 
pality would be faced with a debt of 
£65,000 in Apmnil, and the situation would 
lead to the withdrawal of all municipal 
services 

Non-payment had resulted in a reduc- 
tion in the municipality's revenue 
£100,000.—4 Reuter) 


A @Gelegation of the Jerusalem Com- 
munity Council this week informed Mr. 
Richard Graves, Chairman of the Muni- 
cipal Council, that Jewish citizens of the 
capital would not pay municipal rates 
until they were satisfied that the mone 
would go to meet Jewish needs.—4J.T.A. 


DR. WEIZMANN LIBELLED 


An action for libel brought by Dr. 
Chaim Weizmann against Associated 
Newspapers was mentioned before Mr. 
Justice Denning on Wednesday. 

In the Daity Mai of January 17, it 
had been reported that Dr. Weizmann 
had been taken into custody in Palestine, 
and had admitted flying a Hagana ‘plane 
over a Jewish settlement. In fact, he was 
in London at the time, and the report 
was wholly untrue. 

The defendants had already published 
an apology and undertaken to pay a 
substantial sum to a charity. They were 
further indemnifying Dr. Weizmann 
agains; costs, and desired to express to 
him their sincere regret for the error.
